COHTEST  OFF  TO  THE  UCES!

They  ^re  Off! 

No,  I don’t  mean  the  horses  running  for  the  roses, 
black-eyed  Susans  and  white  carnations  in  this  year’s 
Triple  Crown  races.  I’m  referring  to  the  literary 
thoroughbreds  who  are  rushing  to  their  local  post 
offices  to  submit  entries  for  the  2015  NLG  Writers’ 
Competition. 

Entries  are  now  being  accepted,  and  the  deadline 
for  receiving  them  is  June  15.  Complete  details  are 
available  in  this  Newsletter  and  also  on  the  NLG 
website,  www.nlgonline.org. 

We’re  expecting  a crowded  field  of  entrants  in 
this  year’s  contest  and  we’ve  reserved  room  in  the 
winner’s  circle  for  lots  of  championship-calibre 


books,  articles,  columns,  auction  catalogs,  online 
publications  and  other  outstanding  numismatic  works 
created  during  the  last  12  months.  Early  arrivals  are 
piling  up,  according  to  Scott  Travers,  who  coordinates 
the  contest  and  has  done  so  for  many  years. 

Be  sure  to  read  the  rules  carefully  before  submitting 
entries.  All  too  often,  entries  arrive  without  the 
required  cover  sheets  - or  with  just  one  cover  sheet 
for  all  three  copies  of  an  entry.  This  imposes  a 
needless  burden  on  Scott  Travers  and  Maurice  Rosen, 
who  organize  the  entries  and  ship  them  to  the  judges, 
since  they  have  to  prepare  hasty  cover  sheets.  There 
are  three  judges  in  most  categories,  and  each  needs 
the  information  provided  by  cover  sheets. 
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Although  we  have  done  our  best  to  eorrect  such 
omissions,  entries  without  eo\'er  sheets  are  subject  to 
disqualiheation  under  the  contest  rules. 

As  always,  handsome  award  plaques  will  be 
presented  to  the  winners  at  the  NLG  Bash,  scheduled 
the  evening  of  Thursday,  Aug.  13,  during  the  World’s 
Fair  of  Money,  aka  the  ANA  Midsummer  Convention. 
This  year’s  convention,  like  many  in  recent  years, 
will  take  place  in  Rosemont,  111.,  outside  Chicago. 

The  Bash  will  open  with  a luscious  hot  buffet, 
negating  the  need  for  Bashgoers  to  have  dinner 
beforehand.  That  will  be  followed  by  the  evening’s 
entertainment  - a melange  of  skits,  songs  and  satire 
- and  the  award  ceremony,  topped  by  presentation  of 
the  Guild’s  highest  honor,  the  Clemy  Award. 

The  2014  Clemy  winner,  John  Albanese,  was 
unable  to  attend  last  year’s  Bash,  but  we  hope  he’ll  be 
on  hand  to  present  the  award  to  this  year’s  recipient. 
Albanese  received  his  Clemy  plaque  subsequent  to 
the  convention  in  a ceremony  held  at  the  New  Jersey 
offices  of  the  Certified  Acceptance  Corporation,  the 
company  he  founded  and  heads.  Scott  TraVers  made 
the  presentation. 

Albanese  is  known  as  a major  market  insider,  not 
a wordsmith,  but  he  has  been  a stalwart  of  the  Guild 
for  many  years,  serving  on  our  Board  of  Directors 
and  providing  generous  support  for  our  activities. 

He  holds  the  unique  distinction  of  having  been  one 
of  the  organizers  of  PCGS  and  also  the  sole  founder 
of  NGC,  linking  him  to  the  formation  of  both  of  the 
two  leading  coin-grading  services.  He  no  longer  has  a 
formal  relationship  with  cither  service  - but,  through 
CAC,  he  gets  to  review  their  work  on  a regular  basis. 
CAC  examines  coins  certified  by  PCGS  and  NGC  and 
affixes  small  green  stickers  to  the  holders  of  coins 
which,  in  its  opinion,  meet  or  exceed  the  standards 
for  the  grades  that  were  assigned. 

Albanese  also  is  the  founder  of  the  Numismatic 
Consumer  Alliance  (NCA),  a nonprofit  watchdog 
organization  he  established  a decade  ago  to  assist 
consumers  victimized  by  unscrupulous  coin  dealers 
and  pursue  recovery  of  their  funds. 


Mike  Fuljenz  left  the  2014  NLG  Bash  with  an  armful  of  awards.  It 
took  both  arms,  in  fact,  to  hold  the  four  plaques  he  received  in  diverse 
categories,  in  last  year’s  Writers’  Competition.  Fuljenz,  the  2012  Clemy 
laureate,  has  been  a major  benefactor  of  the  Guild  for  years,  undenvriting 
the  cost  of  the  lavish  hot  buffet  provided  each  year  at  the  Bash. 

Albanese  sees  education  as  another  important 
ffjnction  of  NCA  - and  in  2013,  that  motivated  him 
to  offer  paid  NLG  memberships  to  young  collectors 
interested  in  becoming  coin  writers. 

In  announcing  the  offer,  Albanese  described  the 
younger  generation  as  “the  lifeblood  of  numismatics.’’ 
“We’ve  seen  a graying  of  the  hobby  in  recent  years,” 
he  said,  “and  we  need  to  energize  our  base  by 
attracting  more  members  of  the  younger  generation 
and  encouraging  them  to  assume  leadership  roles.  In 
this  Information  Age,  writing  is  certainly  among  the 
most  important  roles  they  can  play. 

“The  way  I look  at  it,”  he  added,  “if  100  young 
people  take  advantage  of  this  offer  and  10  become 
really  good  writers,  that’s  a bargain.  If  just  fi\  e 
become  good  writers,  it’s  still  worthwhile.” 

Albanese  was  chosen  for  the  Clemy  by  Mike 
Fuljenz,  the  2013  recipient.  Each  year,  the  winner 
is  selected  by  the  most  recent  honoree  from  a list  ot 
nominees  provided  by  members  of  the  NLG  Board. 
Beth  Dcisher  accepted  the  2014  award  plaque  at  the 
Bash  on  behalf  of  Albanese. 
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In  a sense,  the  2014  Bash  was  a real 
variety  show. 

The  Bash  has  always  been  a bit  of  a 
circus,  of  course,  with  normally  buttoned- 
down  editors  and  writers  donning  clown 
suits  for  the  night  - figuratively,  at  least 

- to  take  part  in  the  evening’s  satirical 
segment.  But  this  time,  the  “entertainers” 
included  a number  of  newcomers  who 
hadn’t  performed  at  previous  Bashes. 

Wendell  Wolka,  our  genial  ringmaster 

- or  rather,  master  of  ceremonies  - was 
AWOL.  In  his  absence,  Joe  Boling  and 
Carlton  “Fred”  Schwan,  two  of  the  freshman 
participants,  kicked  off  the  proceedings 
with  a bit  of  ribaldry  punctuated  by 
cowbells  - which  also  were  making  their 
first  appearance  on  our  stage. 

In  his  NLG  debut,  Ron  Landis, 
renowned  for  his  superb  transformation 
of  Buffalo  nickels  into  works  of  pop  art 
through  his  skillful  engraving,  wrought  an 
equally  masterful  makeover  of  “I  Write  the 
Songs,”  the  1970s  hit  popularized  - but  not 
written,  as  Ron  correctly  pointed  out  - by 
Barry  Manilow.  Ron  penned  lyrics  to  a 
parody  titled  “I  Make  the  Coins,”  and  his 
peerless  performance  lent  a touch  of  true 
class  to  the  program  and  earned  him  a lusty 
round  of  applause. 


John  Alhanese,  right,  our  2014  Cleiny  honoree,  was  unable  to  attend  last  year 's  Bash, 
where  the  award  normally  would  have  been  bestowed  — but  Scott  Travers  presented 
him  with  his  plaque  in  a subsequent  ceremony  at  the  New  Jersey  headquarters  of  the 
Certified  Acceptance  Corp.  (CAC),  which  John  founded  and  heads. 


Unlike  Joe  Boling,  Fred  Schwan  and 
Ron  Landis,  Jeff  Starck  had  performed  at  previous 
Bashes  - but  after  being  handicapped  by  my  vocal 
shortcomings  in  a duet  with  me  a year  earlier,  he  got 
to  do  a solo  at  the  2014  Bash  and  hit  it  out  of  the 
park.  Aptly,  he  sang  a parody  of  “Take  Me  Out  to  the 
Ballgame.” 

In  the  interest  of  full  disclosure,  1 should  note  that 
unlike  Barry  Manilow,  I did  write  the  parody,  which 
I retitled  “Take  Me  Out  to  the  Coin  Show.”

A GOLD  MUDDLE  FROM  THE  MINT

Hobbyists  who  attended  the  2014  World’s  Fair  of 
Money  in  beautiful  downtown  Rosemont,  111.,  were 
eyewitnesses  to  hysteria:  the  frenzy  to  acquire  2014 
Kennedy  half  dollars  struck  in  .9999-fine  gold  by  the 
WalMart  of  coin  dealers,  the  United  States  Mint. 

Hundreds  of  would-be  buyers  stood  in  long  lines 
around  the  convention  center  from  dusk  to  dawn  on 
two  different  nights  to  get  their  hands  on  the  coins, 
which  were  sold  by  the  Mint  - one  to  a customer  - 
amid  loosely  organized  chaos.  Even  ANA  officials 
were  seemingly  askance  at  what  the  Mint  had  wrought. 

Amazingly,  most  of  the  people  in  overnight  lines 
weren’t  even  hobbyists.  Generous  coin  dealers  had 
recruited  them  on  the  streets  of  Chicago  to  ride  to  the 
convention  center  in  luxurious  buses  and  enjoy  the 
ambience  of  a national  coin  show  - from  the  outside. 
The  kind-hearted  dealers  even  gave  the  visitors 
various  sums  of  money  to  stand  in  line  all  night  so 
these  neophyte  numismatists  could  be  among  the  500 
people  allowed  to  buy  the  coins  in  the  morning. 

All  these  dealers  asked  for  in  return  was  the 
chance  to  buy  the  coins  from  the  newly  minted 
“collectors”  so  these  benevolent  businessmen  could 
have  them  certified  by  graders  waiting  conveniently 
nearby,  circumventing  the  Mint’s  purchase  limit  in  the 
process.  The  golden  orbs  were  then  resold  to  actual 
(if  not  very  bright)  collectors  at  modest  markups 
starting  at  $ 1 ,000  apiece  over  their  $ 1 ,240  issue  price 
and  going  up  to  $100,000  for  the  very  first  slabbed 
example. 

A lot  of  cash  changed  hands  that  week  at  the  U.S. 
Mint’s  booth  on  the  bourse  floor.  The  one-night-stand 
mercenaries  waited  in  line  for  eight  hours  or  more 
to  buy  these  Mint  curiosities  for  their  benefactors 
before  departing  to  spend  their  modest  windfalls  on 
foodstuffs  and  other  essentials  on  the  same  Chicago 
streets  from  which  they  had  been  plucked. 


The  scene  called  to  mind  a different  kind  of  Cash 
- singer  Johnny  Cash  - and  a song  that  undoubtedly 
made  him  a mint.  It  also  “inspired”  me  to  pen  a set  of 
substitute  lyrics  for  one  of  Cash’s  most  golden  oldies, 
“I  Walk  the  Fine.”  I call  this  musical  gilt  trip  “I  Stand 
in  Fine.” 

I wasn’t  able  to  stand  and  deliver  it,  by  the  way,  so 
I had  to  wobble  ...  I mean,  warble  ...  from  a seated 
position  at  the  Bash.

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REFLECTIONS  ON  A CHERISHED  AWARD

I was  privileged  to  reeeive  the  Burnett  Anderson 
Award  at  the  2014  Bash  in  Rosemont.  The  award  was 
deeply  meaningful,  sinee  1 greatly  respected  Burnett’s 
talent  and  professionalism  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  our 
relationship  as  friendly  competitors  for  numismatic 
“scoops.” 

Beyond  that,  1 have  been  involved  in  the  process 
of  choosing  recipients  of  the  award  since  its  inception 
in  1999.  As  envisioned  by  Clifford  Mishler,  who 
established  the  award  as  an  ongoing  memorial  to 
Burnett  following  his  death  in  1998,  the  ANA  and 
ANS  have  nominated  one  person  each  year  and  - as 
executive  director  of  the  NLG  - I have  picked  an 
impartial  Judge  to  break  any  tie. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  I was  not  a party  to  choosing  last 
year’s  recipient. 

I had  learned  in  advance  that  I would  be  getting 
the  Anderson  Award  - but  since  I had  to  return  home 
Friday  from  the  World’s  Fair  of  Money,  I couldn’t 
attend  the  convention  banquet,  where  the  award  is 
usually  presented.  Arrangements  were  made  to  hold 
the  ceremony  instead  at  the  Bash,  on  Thursday  night. 

In  retrospect,  this  strikes  me  as  an  altogether  fitting 
venue,  since  Burnett  was  a valued  member  of  the 
Guild  and  received  the  1998  Clemy  Award  just  weeks 
before  his  death. 

In  accepting  last  year’s  Anderson  Award,  I made 
some  heartfelt  remarks  about  how  much  it  meant  to 
me.  I’d  like  to  share  them  with  those  of  you  who 
didn’t  get  to  hear  them  at  the  Bash: 

Those  of  you  who  have  heard  me  sing  at  NLG 
Bashes  in  recent  years  will  be  understandably  alarmed 
to  learn  that  I plan  to  sing  the  praises  of  Burnett 
Anderson  tonight.  Fear  not  - I’ll  do  it  Rex  Harrison- 
style,  speaking  the  words,  the  way  Harrison  did  in 
“My  Fair  Lady.” 

I enjoyed  Burnett  Anderson’s  company 
quite  often  through  the  years  when  we  covered 


I like  to  think  I played  a small  part  in  getting 
Burnett  started  in  numismatic  journalism.  Back  in 
1973,  I was  editor  of  Numismatic  News,  and  one 
day  Cliff  Mishler  asked  me  to  look  at  a letter  he’d 
received  from  a government  service  officer  stationed 
in  Paris.  The  letter  writer  turned  out  to  be  Burnett 
Anderson,  who  was,  as  I recall,  an  official  of  the  U.S. 
Information  Agency  at  that  time.  He  wanted  to  know 
if  we  would  be  interested  in  a story  on  a street  sale  in 
Paris  involving  coins,  along  with  photos  taken  by  his 
son.  I wrote  back  and  told  him  it  sounded  intriguing 
and  asked  him  to  send  it  to  us.  He  did  and  we  ran 
it  - and  that  was  the  start  of  a beautiful  relationship 
between  Burnett  and  Krause  Publications. 

A few  years  later,  after  he  retired  from  government 
service,  Burnett  accepted  Cliff  Mishler’s  invitation  to 
become  a correspondent  for  Numismatic  News,  and 
not  long  afterward,  he  was  named  bureau  chief  for 
Krause’s  in  Washington,  D.C.  I had  returned  to  New 
Jersey  by  then,  so  I never  got  to  work  up-close  and 
personal  with  Burnett,  but  I greatly  admired  his  work 
from  afar.  He  cultivated  excellent  contacts,  possessed 
tremendous  skill  as  an  interviewer  and  wrote  in 
a style  that  was  clear,

important  hobby-related  events  for  different 
publications.  Burnett  was  unfailingly  cordial  and 
usually  was  the  first  to  walk  over,  extend  his  hand  and 
greet  me  with  a friendly  “Hello,  Colleague!”

When  the  Burnett  Anderson  Memorial  Award  was 
established  in  1998,  Cliff  Mishler  asked  the  NLG  to 
serve  as  a kind  of  go-between,  getting  one  nomination 
from  the  ANA  and  one  from  the  ANS  and  ehoosing  an 
impartial  judge  to  break  any  ties.  This  proeess  has 
worked  smoothly  through  the  years,  and  I’ve  played 
a cameo  role  by  getting  the  two  nominations.  That 
didn’t  happen  this  year.  I was  told  the  organizations 
had  agreed  upon  a recipient  - and  they  weren’t  going 
to  tell  me  who  it  was.  Now,  of  course,  that  very 
curious  cat  is  out  of  the  bag. 

I appreciate  the  willingness  of  everyone  involved 
with  the  award,  including  its  current  sponsor,  F&W 
Publications,  to  permit  a change  of  venue  from  the 
ANA  banquet  to  this  evening’s  Bash.  Patt  and  I 
had  plane  reservations  to  return  to  Pennsylvania, 
our  current  home  state,  tomorrow  afternoon,  so  we 
couldn’t  have  attended  the  banquet  tomorrow  night. 
I’m  particularly  pleased  that  Burnett’s  son,  Mark, 
could  be  here  tonight.  He  and  I have  reminisced 
often  through  the  years  about  his  dad. 

I’ve  seen  the  obvious  pride  of  previous  honorees 
when  they  received  the  Anderson  Award.  I share  that 
pride  tonight,  and  I’ve  saved  a place  of  honor  for  this 
handsome  medallic  tribute  where  I can  see  it  every 
day  and  greet  it  with  a grateful  “Hello,  Colleague!”

Please  read  the  following  rules  carefully,  and  follow  the  directions  scrupulously.  The  judges  will  do  their  best  to  correct  obvious  mistakes 
involving  the  numbering,  but  entries  that  fail  to  conform  to  the  rules  (including  correct  numbering)  will  be  subject  to  disqualification. 


To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this  year’s  categories, 
entries  must  ha\  e been  published,  posted  on  the  Internet,  broadcast 
or  presented  between  May  1, 2014  and  April  30,  2015. 

Except  where  noted,  three  (3)  copies  of  each  entry  must  be 
submitted,  and  each  copy  must  be  accompanied  by  a cover 
sheet  listing  the  category  and  other  information  spelled  out  in 
the  rules. 

No  entrant  may  submit  more  than  one  (1)  entry  in  any  single 
category.  (The  same  entry  also  may  be  included  in  the  portfolio 
competition,  however.) 

In  categories  with  only  one  entry,  judges  may  decide  that  no  award 
will  be  given,  or  may  substitute  Special  NLG  Recognition  for  the 
regular  NLG  Award. 

The  judges  reserve  the  right  to  change  the  category  in  which  an 
entry  can  compete,  if  they  believe  such  change  is  necessary  to 
assure  equity  for  all  participants. 

No  entries  will  be  returned  under  any  circumstance. 

All  judges’  decisions  are  binding  and  final;  confidentiality  of  all 
judging  is  absolute. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June  15, 2015.  Entries 
should  be  sent  to  the  contest  coordinator  at  the  following 
address:  Scott  A.  Travers,  c/o  Sal  Germano,  SGRC  Inc.,  625 
Lafayette  Ave.,  Hawthorne,  NJ  07506.  The  address  is  the  same 
as  last  year. 

As  in  the  past,  entries  in  a number  of  categories  will  be  judged  by 
editors  and  other  well-qualified  individuals  outside  the  numismatic 
field.  This  will  not  affect  the  manner  in  which  entries  are  submitted, 
but  it’s  all  the  more  reason  to  take  special  care  in  preparing  a 
complete  cover  sheet,  as  required,  to  accompany  each  copy  of  each 
entry.  This  will  make  the  judges’ job  much  easier  and  ensure  that 
each  entry  is  considered  in  the  proper  category. 

Each  cover  sheet  must  include  the  following  information  or  it  will 
be  disqualified: 

• CATEGORY  NUMBER

THE  CLEMY  HONOR  ROLL 

In  a category  of  its  own  since  1968  is  the  Clemy 
Award.  The  highest  honor  of  NLG  is  bestowed  annually 
during  the  NLG  Bash  on  an  NLG  member  in  recognition  of 
writing  skill,  dedication  to  numismatics,  sense  of  humor  and 
dedication  to  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild.  Nominations 
are  submitted  by  members  of  the  board  to  the  previous  year’s 
winner,  who  makes  the  final  choice. 

The  original  Clemy  was  a 90-pound  gold-painted 
typewriter  donated  by  Gordon  Z.  Greene.  The  typewriter  was 
retired  in  1974  and  placed  in  the  ANA  Museum  in  Colorado 
Springs.  The  current  NLG  logo,  designed  by  Nathan  Sobel, 
prominently  features  this  historic  typewriter  as  the  central 
design. 


54.  JAMES  L.  MILLER  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award,  honoring  the  co-founder  and  longtime  publisher 
of  COINage  magazine,  recognizes  the  best  numismatic  article 
to  appear  in  any  medium,  including  both  numismatic  and  non- 
numismatic  magazines,  newspapers  and  Internet  websites.

This 
award  recognizes  excellence  among  new  writers  in  numismatics 
whose  first  published  writings  in  this  field  appeared  in  hobby 
publications  during  the  previous  year.  Nominees  are  supplied 
solely  by  numismatic  publishers.

This  award  recognizes  service  to  the  hobby  and  to  the  NLG.  The 
winner  is  selected  by  the  previous  year’s  recipient. 

57.  THE  CLEMY 

The  winner  of  this  award,  the  Guild’s  highest  honor,  is  chosen  by 
the  previous  year’s  recipient(s)  from  a list  of  nominees  provided  by 
the  NLG  Board  of  Directors.

Three  members  of  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors  are 
completing  their  current  terms  and  seeltmg  re-election. 

The  three  directors  appearing  on  this  year’s  ballot  are 
Mike  Fuljenz,  R.W.  “Bob”  Julian  and  Kay  Lenker.  All  three 
joined  the  Board  two  years  ago,  and  all  are  eligible  for  one 
more  two-year  tenn. 

If  no  other  nominations  are  received,  a single  ballot  will  be 
cast  for  these  three  nominees.  If  there  is  a contest,  an  election 
will  be  held  by  mail. 

Any  prospective  candidate  must  submit  nominating 
statements  signed  by  three  NLG  members  in  good  standing. 
These  must  be  sent  to  Ed  Reiter,  Executive  Director,  1517 
Stewart  Drive,  Nanticoke,  PA  18634,  and  received  no  later 
than  June  15,  2015. 

Under  the  Guild’s  bylaws,  directors  must  step  down  after 
serving  two  consecutive  two-year  terms  but  can  return  to  the 
Board  at  a later  date. 

Fuljenz  is  a longtime  patron  of  the  Guild  and  has  received 
many  awards  in  our  Writers’  Competition  in  a wide  range  of 
categories,  including  books,  articles,  newsletters  and  radio, 
TV  and  audio-visual  presentations.  He  received  the  Clemy 
Award,  the  Guild’s  highest  honor,  at  the  2013  Bash. 


Julian  is  a highly  respected  scholar,  researcher  and  author 
who  has  won  numerous  NLG  awards  for  his  writings.  He 
received  the  Clemy  in  1 992  and  the  Ribbet  Award  in  20 1 2 and 
is  enshrined  in  the  ANA  Hall  of  Fame. 

Lenker  served  the  Guild  for  a quarter-century  as  our 
treasurer,  and  has  been  a valued  volunteer  in  many  other 
ways,  as  well.  She  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  for  several  tenns.
